CZAR IS IN COMMAND OF RUSSIAN FORCES 


(Asso ciated Press) 


There is good reason to believe that a serious engage­ 
ment in which the German advance is opposed by the Bel­ 
gian and French troops has been going on since Monday 
south of Brussels. 


GERMAN INCURSION STOPPED. 
Londong, Aug. 18—The German incursion in the direc 
tion of Brussels seems definitely stopped according to a 
statement from the Belgian war office, 
which adds: “ The 
situation remains ex cellent for our army.” 


GERMANY GETS ULTIMATUM. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 18-Japan’s ultimatum to 
Germany was delivered to the German government at Ber 
lin today, via Copenhagen. 


ANTWERP IS THREATENED. 
London, Aug. 18—German 
cav alry patro ls hav e been 
signalling to the northward of 
Antwerp, acco rding to a 
correspondent of Reuter, and the military

Belgium has ordered that the entire 
civ il guard o f Ant­ 
werp be mobilized and put on a war 
fo o ting to take po si­ 
tions in the fo rts aro und the city .

“Austrians completely routed in the mountains near Sa- 
bac, 1.5,000 being annihilated. Fourteen guns were captur­ 
ed and the Austrians are fleeing in great disorder to the 
rivers Save and Drina, hotly pursued by our troops.” 


RUSSIAN MOBILIZATION COMPLETE 
London, Aug. 18—The Russian Embassy here says 
that the mobilization of Russian troops has been complet­ 
ed and that eleven members of the Imperial family are at 
the front. 


Washington, Aug. 18—A cablegram dated Aug. 12, re­ 
ceived today from the American Embassy at St. Peters­ 
burg says that Emperor Nicholas left today for Moscow 
to make his headquarters with the army. 


Paris, Aug. 18—It was officially announced that Com­ 
mander in Chief Joffre has telegraphed: “All day Monday 
we continued our progress in Upper Alsace and every­ 
where the enemy abandoned their wounded. In all action* 
of the past few days our artillery has had frightful effect 
on the enemy.”
